Since  our  residential  section  has  been  completed 
it  has  proved  to  be  most  popular  with  members,  both 
local  and  out-of-town,  and  a  steady  flow  of  members 
is  always  seeking  accommodation.  However,  the 
increased  facilities  now  available  provide  for  greater 
numbers  than  before  and,  for  the  present  at  least,  it 
is  only  on  the  rarest  occasions  that  the  Club  is  in  a 
position  where  it  cannot  take  a  booking.  For  the  most 
part  accommodation  is  always  available  and  members 
are  urged  to  use  the  Club  for  residential  purposes 
whenever  the  occasion  arises. 

The  bedrooms  leave  nothing  to  be  desired  in  first 
class  accommodation.  Furnishings  are  tasteful  and 
relaxing,  as  the  photograph  of  a  typical  room  clearly 
shows.  Most  bedrooms  have  their  own  bathroom  and 
toilet  facilities.  The  rooms  where  this  is  not  the  case 
are  situated  adjacent  to  the  general  bathrooms  for 
maximum  convenience  to  the  occupants. 

Members  who  have  stayed  in  the  Club  are

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GREAT  AUSTRALIAN  TRAINERS  IN  ENGLAND 

(By  C.  J.  Graves) 


With  an  unmatched  inter¬ 
national  reputation  as  a  jockey  and 
four  English  premierships,  Scobie 
Breasley  in  March  took  up  his 
career  as  a  trainer,  and  if  he 
succeeds  in  this  new  sphere  he 
will  not  be  the  first  Australian  to 
become  a  big  name  on  the  English 
Turf. 

Before  him  went  J.  E.  Brewer,  a 
fearless  and  classic  rider  over  jumps 
who  won  six  Grand  Nationals  over 
hurdles  and  steeplechase  fences  In  Vic¬ 
toria. 

Dick  Wootton,  who  became  a  promin¬ 
ent  figure  on  English  racecourses  with 
hundreds  of  wins,  was  followed  by  his 
son,  Stanley,  who  had  even  more 
winners  under  his  trainer’s  licence. 

Breasley  took  over  a  famous  Epsom 
stable.  South  Hatch,  formerly  owned 
by  Walter  Nightingall,  trainer  of  hosts 
of  classic  winners  for  affluent  aristoc¬ 
racy. 

J.  E.  Brewer  achieved  records  In  the 
jumping  business  which  have  never 
been  equalled. 

He  was  an  amateur  rider  with  the 
appendage  “Mr.”  J.  E.  Brewer  when  he 
won  the  1891  Australian  Grand  National 
Hurdle  at  Caulfield  on  Busaco.  Friends 
induced  him  to  switch  to  professional 
riding  in  order  that  they  could  get  his 
services  on  the  jumpers  they  owned, 
and  when  he  won  the  1892  Australian 
Grand  National  on  Tim  Swiveller  the 
“Mr.”  had  gone. 

As  professionals  he  and  Jim  Scobie 
had  many  thrilling  battles  over  hurdles 
and  fences.  Jim  was  to  become  Aus¬ 
tralia’s  leading  trainer  with  four  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  successes.  J.  E.  Brewer  was 
the  owner,  trainer  and  rider  of  his  own 
1894  Grand  National  Hurdle  winner, 
Emmalea,  at  Flemington. 

In  1895  he  owned,  trained  and  rode 
Rosestem  in  the  Australian  Grand 
National  Hurdle,  and  in  1898  he  owned, 
trained  and  rode  Pat  to  win  the  Fleming¬ 
ton  Grand  National. 


In  Brewer’s  day  the  steepfechase 
courses  were  tough,  particularly  Flem¬ 
ington,  with  fences  nearly  five  feet  high, 
a  stone  wall  called  The  Cathedral,  and  a 
grandstand  treble  so  closely  spaced 
that  only  champions  could  jump,  regain 
balance  to  rise  to  the  second,  and  then 
to  a  third.  One  huge  obstacle  was 
rightly  placed  at  a  spot  called  The 
Abattoirs.  Just  across  the  road  was 
Melbourne’s  sheep  and  cattle  slaughter¬ 
house.  And  this  was  a  real  slaughter¬ 
house  for  horse  and  jockey. 

However,  Jack  Brewer  survived  to 
become  a  successful  Australian  trainer 
of  flat-race  as  well  as  jumping  winners. 

A  miracle  Melbourne  Cup  match 
between  full  blood  brothers  in  1897 
gave  Gaulus  victory  over  The  Grafter, 
but  the  following  year  The  Grafter, 
raised  from  7.7  to  9.2,  won  his  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup.  That  year  Jack  Brewer 
trained  Battalion  to  win  the  Williams- 
town  Cup,  and  the  fact  that  he  induced 
a  cotton  millionaire  from  England,  J. 
Gay  Clarke,  to  plunge  on  this  victory 
changed  him  from  an  Australian  trainer. 

From  the  winnings  they  bought  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  winner.  The  Grafter,  and 
Gay  Clarke  planned  an  English  venture 
with  this  champion  stayer  and  its 
trainer  J.  E.  Brewer. 

So  off  they  went,  and  The  Grafter, 
with  a  long  planned  and  skilfully 
organised  preparation,  won  England’s 
chief  betting  race,  (next  to  the  Derby), 
the  1900  City  and  Suburban  Handicap. 

The  cotton  millionaire.  Gay  Clarke, 
was  credited  with  a  million  dollar 
betting  win,  and  of  course  J.  E.  Brewer 
garnered  a  full  share  of  this  for  his 
perspicacity  in  a  strange  land  with  con¬ 
ditions  differing  so  diversely  from  Aus¬ 
tralia. 

But  Brewer  didn’t  like  England’s  cold 
conditions.  Bred  on  his  father’s  grazing 
property  In  the  bush  he  longed  to  return 
to  Australia’s  sunshine,  and  soon  he 
did. 

He  refrained  from  taking  up  training 
again  and  settled  in  Melbourne  as  an 
owner. 


He  was  one  of  the  first  ex-trainers  to 
become  a  member  of  the  conservative 
Victoria  Racing  Club. 

He  named  one  of  his  horses  The  Cad 
after  somebody  he  considered  had 
served  him  badly.  This  reached  the  ears 
of  the  chairman  of  the  V.  R.  C.  Com¬ 
mittee,  and  with  force  brought  to  bear, 
the  name  of  the  horse  became  The  Gay 
Mutineer.  However  he  didn’t  turn  out 
well  enough  to  justify  all  the  sweat  over 
his  naming. 

J.  E.  Brewer’s  recommended  pur¬ 
chase  of  English  bloodstock  by  an 
Australian  breeder,  E.  E.  D.  Clarke,  of 
Melton  stud  just  out  of  Melbourne,  had 
a  profound  effect  on  breeding  annals  of 
the  time.  They  were  a  stallion.  The 
Welkin,  sire  of  many  classic  sprint 
winners.  With  The  Welkin  came  the 
mare,  Teppo,  who  founded  a  family 
famous  for  its  winners  of  Australian 
classics,  including  three  Melbourne 
Cups. 

Sydney  trainer  Dick  Wootton,  who 
won  the  1902  Metropolitan  and  a  small 
fortune  In  bets  with  Queen  of  Sheba, 
uprooted  his  young  family  to  set  foot 
for  South  Africa,  and  won  another 
fortune  with  that  mare  in  a  big 
betting  race,  the  Johannesburg  Handi¬ 
cap.  He  was  able  to  get  cricket  score 
odds  because  his  son,  Frank  Wootton, 
an  unknown  apprentice,  was  the  jockey. 

Dick  moved  on  to  England  within  the 
year,and  Frank  became  a  furore  among 
English  jockeys,  winning  the  Premier¬ 
ship  four  years  in  succession,  as  an 
apprentice. 

Dick  Wootton  returned  to  Australia 
after  World  War  II  to  Invest  his  money 
in  a  grazing  property,  suburban  hotels 
and  a  picture  theatre.  He  had  a  nose  for 
money  as  an  incident  in  our  association 
showed.  He  gave  me  a  lift  to  town  one 
morning  after  track  work  and  said  he 
was  on  his  way  to  Invest  £5000  in  a 
purchase  of  gin.  The  customs  duty  was 
about  to  rise.  A  rise  of  5/-  took  place 
and  its  resale  in  his  pubs  returned  a  very 
handsome  profit. 

Dick  died  a  very  rich  man.
